ORDER 

S.O. 739(E).—In txercise of the powers conferred by sub-sec. (1) of S. 3 of 
the Essential Services Maintenance Act, 1981 (40 of 1981) read with clauses 
(x) and (xvj) of section 2 of the said Act, the Central Government, being satis¬ 
fied that in the public interest it is necessary and expedient so to do, hereby 
prohibits strikes in any service in, or in connection with the working of hospitals 
or dispensaries established, maintained or controlled by the Central Government 
including hospitals or dispensaries under the control of the Railways and hospi¬ 
tals or dispensaries administered under the provisions of the Employees State 
Insurance Act, 1948 (34 of 1948) and directs that Upon the issue of this order— 

(a) no person employed in any of the essential services referred to above 

shall go ©r remain on strike; and 

(b) any strike declared or commenced whether before or after the issue of 

this Order by persons employed in any such service shall be illegal. 

2. This Order shall come into force at once and shqll be valid for a period 
of six months from the date of publication of this Order. 1
